May the Mas- 
ter who said, ‘Who so receives 
one such little chiid in My 
Name, receiveth Me,’ bless 
you and your dear ones as 
you have blessed us in this 
difficult hour.” Not long af- 
terward Nixon was notified 
that Freda had died—‘with 
your doll in her arms.” Nixon 
continued his interest in Su- 
San’s case until the end. She 
died in 1956. Yet, this is the 
man who so ably and sternly 
handled a menace to freedom, 
Nikita Khrushchev.

The flurry of discussion in 
the past several months on 
the subject of fallout shelters 
has been characterized by 
fundamental! contradictions as 
to the technical efficiency of 
shelters in providing a mean- 
ingful level of security for 
any significant portion of the 
population. 

Even the non-expert may 
question the wisdom of the 
assumptions now being offered 
to support the conclusion that 
shelters are workable and 
therefore necessary. Most of 
these conclusions rest upon 
the basic assumption that in 
no case will the level of at- 
tack be greater than the abil- 
ity of the shelter to with- 
stand the dangers, 

Comfortable Assumption 

As an example of the kind 
of limitation placed upon the 
situation, there is the assump- 
tion made by the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee on At- 
omic Energy in 1959. This 
Committee projected the 
damage ‘rom a hypothetical 
attack and came to the con- 
clusion that fall-out shelter 
were feasible. One must note 
however, that this study was 
based upon the following as- 
sumption: Seventy metro- 
politan areas would be hit 
with a total of 550 megaton 
explosive equivilent New 
York and Boston would each 
receive the maximum dam- 
age fron two 10 megaton 
weapons. This is a comfort- 
able assumption but hardiy a 
realistic one. 

The damage resulting from 
even this mild a‘tack is prob- 
ably enough to destroy civ- 
ilization in that area regard- 
less of shelters. It would be 
necessary to remain in the 
shelter almost constantly for 
a minimum period of six 
months to avoid receiving a 
fatal dose of radiation At 
the end of six months, it is 
calculated that a person could 
spend a total of two hours 
per week outside the shelter 
As one observer commented, 
“But two hours a week could 
hardly be considered active 
community participation.” 

Fatal Flaw 

More important grounds 
exist for opposing a national 
or individual shelter program 
than attempting to predict 
the number, type, and distri- 
bution of bombs, This pro- 
gram contains the fatal logi-

False Sense of Security 

Shelters are dangerous pri- 
marily because of the false 
sense of security they are 
likely to induce. This attitude 
can lead to an abandonment 
of the effort to achieve a sit- 
uation that would make fall- 
out shelters unnecessary. One 
often hears the word 
used In connection 
shelter program. The 
impression is given that in- 
surance somehow acts as a 
deterrence, Prudence in re- 
minimizing risks is 
equated with de- 
Insurance is a 
means of sharing risks of 
calculable nature so as to 
minimize their effects. Per- 
haps our confusion steins from 
the Madison Avenue phrase, 
“life insurance.” The Eng- 
lish term for the same thing 
seems more approprate — 
death benefits. 

Shelters are already serv- 
ing the function of allaying 
the fears of the population. We 
are beginning to hear about 
the comfort, convenience, and
